Pope Benedict XV was horn at. Pegli, 
in the diocese of Genoa, Italy, Novem­ 
ber 21, 1854. 
Giacomo Della Chiesa, as Pope Ben­ 
edict XV was christened, spent all his 
boyhood in the little Itlaian town. He 
was born an aristocrat! scion of a 
dem ocratic aristocracy, the ancient Li­ 
gurian nobility, members of which gre 
prominent in the learned professions 
of Italy. 
His father was the Marchese Giu­ 
seppe Della Chiesa and his m other 
Marchesa Giovanna Migliorati. 
Both 
are dead. 
His elder brother, the ad­ 
m iral, inherited the title. 
The Pope 
was a puny delicate boy and grave 
doubt was expressed when 
he 
was 
born that he would live many hours. 
He was educated in Capranica college 
in Rome and four years later he was 
ordained a priest. 
He at once entered the academy for 
noble eccestiastics from 
which 
the 
then Monsignor Rampolla took him to 
be his private secretary. 
In 1893 Rampolla was made papal 
nuncio at Madrid, a post of the grea t­ 
est importance atthat time. The young 
pries won the affection of Rampolla 
who gave him a training in diplomacy 
such as probably could have been 
from no other living man. When R am ­ 
polla returned to Rome as secretary 
of state to Leo X III he took Monsig­ 
nor Della Chiesa with him and made 
him under secretary. 
Following the 
death of Leo X III Cardinal Merry Del 
Val took the place of Rampolla as 
secretary of state. 
Mgr. Della Chiesa 
remained, however, at his post. 
He 
was made cardinal May 25, 1914. 
When Cardinal Della Chiesa went 
int othe conclave after the death of 
Pope Pius X there were few who be­ 
lieved that his election was a possi­ 
bility, but he was elected.

This form follows that used at the 
Hague and other great international 
gatherings, ami does not preclude the 
opportunity of rejecting one portion 
without vitiating tile remainder. 
In this way, the United States gov­ 
ernment can submit to the senate the 
fruits of the conference in an impos­ 
ing unit. 
Leaders say the psychological effect 
of such a move would be good, lessen­ 
ing to some degree the opposition of 
certain groups which may be waiting 
to attack the far eastern settlement, 
and such action as might be consid­ 
ered as opposing 
naval 
limitation 
arm am ents. 
Disposal of article X IX - the Pacific 
fortifications limitations clause of the 
naval limitation treaty—Is still wait­ 
ing upon favorable acquiescence in or 
rejection of its provisions. 
The two articles dealing with per­ 
m itting suspension or abrogation upon 
notice of the naval treaty is case of 
adverse circum stances—war or threat 
of war—have been left unchanged in 
the final treaty draft. 
The treaty definitions, simple enough 
on paper, but the product of many 
weary hours by experts, have been ob­ 
tained by the United Press. 
“Naval Holiday” is not used, but 
the replacement and scrapping ch art 
provides it by designing a ten year 
period in which no ships or rather 
only specified ones can be built. 
Of the term “capital ships,” the 
treaty says: 
“Capital ships in the case of ships 
hereafter built Is defined as a vessel 
of war or an aircraft carrier w'hose 
displacem ent 
exceeds 
ten

to n 3 standard displacement, or which 
carries a gun with a caliber exceed­ 
ing eight Incites.”

W hat Is Know n as “Bec W ine” H as 
Been Introduced Into England 
by R eturning Soldiers. 


In m any houses in G reat B ritain, 
w rites a correspondent, a glass jar, 
filled w ith a yellowish liquid a nd con­ 
taining small pieces of w hite fungus, 
m ay he seen. 
It Is loosely covered 
with a piece of brown paper.

E astern tree) w ith them.

doubles In bulk with every brew. Balm 
of Gilead is actua lly a yellowish, a ro ­ 
m atic gum, collected from A rabian and 
Abyssinian trees.

] produces can cer and other m align ant 
growths,

We m ust therefore as­ 
sume that it costs 135 times as much 
to put argum ents before the voters of 
New York as it does before those of 
Nevada, yet the Federal corrupt prac­ 
tices act limits the expenditures of 
Senatorial candidates in both states 
lo $10,000. 


For another illustration, the area of 
Rhode Island is 1,248 square miles, 
and of Texas 2ti5,89(i square miles. 
Texas is 213 times the size of Rhode 
Island, and the expense of circular­ 
izing the former, paying the expenses 
of campaign orators, and many of the 
other items that enter into every state 
political contest, is m any times as 
great as tile latter, yet the law places 
the expenditures of candidates on an 
equality in both states. 
Contested election cases m ust be 
determined according to the special 
circum stances surrounding them. This 
principle lias been many times estab­ 
lished in tho pas!, was adhered to by 
the Senate in its exoneration of Sena­ 
tor Newberry, and probably will lie 
followed in tile future.
